We have taken Uis InlUntlve away from the enemy 
a most fronts. We are attacking. Wo and our alllM 
_,-e no lonjer In Imminent danger, aa wo were most 
of last year, ol being overwhelmed. TWa Is a real ac- 
complishment. 

But In comparison with what wo atlU have to do 
the Ilrst year and a half hasn't been very fruitful. 
Against Japan w*. have won back only Quadalcanal 
ond Attu, tho latter being the only Amerlcon terri- 
tory regained. On Guadalcanal we killed 15,000 Japo 
and on Attu 3.000 out of an army of four or five 
million. In Africa we and our aUIca have defeated 
nnd captured about threo per cent ol Hlller'a army, 
a notable achlewment. but small compared with 
hat remains to do. 

A year and a half alter wo went to war In mifi 
million American ssoldlers were drlvlnj Oermnn 
nrmles before them In France. No auch procresa has 
been made this time. Then victory waa only a lew 
weeks away. Now it may weU bt ai nanny yean away 
unless wo Eteatly Inertaso our cllorta. 

We've only made a fairly ea^lr beginning since 
Pearl Harbor. Ninety per cer^I tine fighting re- 
mains to be done,— Nompa Pjw Preaa.
